SCOFFS AT BROWN 
SAYING “‘ALL’S WELL” 


Congress Informed . of 
$667,000 Valuation 
When Files Showed 
$405,000, He Points Out 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Re- 
viewing the notorious St. Paw 


postoffice scandal, which has been 
under investigation wy the Blaine 
committee of the Senate, Congress- 
man Melvin J. Maas (Rep.), St. 
Paul, placed in the record today a 
vigorous attack on the postoffice 
leasing system and the attitude of 
high government officials in the 
St. Paul case. 

Maas pointedly recalled that aft- 
er a grand jury had branded the St. 
Paul transaction as tainted with 
fraud and corruption, a further 
grand jury investigation was halt- 
ed. As has been told, the St, Paul 
commercial station was leased to 
the Government by the Jacob Kulp 
Co. at $120,775 a year, and later, 
in the administration of Postmas- 
ter-General Harry S. New, the lease 
Wwas made non-cancellable, the con- 
sideration to the Government being 
a reduction of $775 in the annual 
rent. 

The attorney for Kulp in effect- 
ing the change in the lease was the 
late James W. Good, art that time 
a lawyer in Chicago and later, sut- 
cessively, Western manager of the 
Republican Presidential campaign 
of 1928 and Secretary of War in the 
Hoover Cabinet. 

The grand jury investigation w 
dropped in 1928. It has _ been 
charged that this action was 
prompted by fear of adverse ef- 
fects on the Republican campaign. 

“Sickening Corruption.” 

“Hatl the second grand jury in- 
vestigation been held,” said Maas, 
‘we would have had some most 
enlightening exposures. I charge 
that the second grand jury was 
called off as a result of a conspir- 
acy and collusion in the Postoffice 
and Justice départments. 

“Here is a partial trail of sicken- 
ing corruption. Postoffice inspec- 
tors exchanged files with the De- 
partment of Justice investigators at 
the outset of the investigation, and 
much of the evidence disappeared. 

“The assistant Federal District 
Attorney at St. Paul was dismissed 
suddenly and without warning on 
the eve of presenting the case to 
the grand jury. The new Federal 
District Attorney was high-pres- 
sured into signing a whitewashing 
report by a high official from 
Washington. Later, when he cour- 
ageously fought the Government's 
case against most insidious opposi- 
tion, he was harassed, shadowed, 
investigated and an attempt made 
by Government officials to discredit 
him. 

“By orders of high officials, the 
criminal case was deliberately with- 
held from the grand jury until the 
statute of limitations had barred 
presentation.” 

“Ugly Chapter of Failure.” 

Maas declared that the whole 
postoffice leasing system was thor- 
oughly bad, representing ‘a most 
ugly chapter of Government fail- 
ure.” : 

“Yet,” he continued, “a cabinet 
officer (Postmaster-General Walter 
F. Brown) undertakes to tell the 
country that all is well, that there 
is nothing wrong with a condition 
that has been and is robbing the 
people of millions of dollars a year 
in fraudulent postoffice rentals 
based on fictitious values. 

“The Postoffice Department has 
been so conducted that professional 
leasing rings get a monopoly on the 
business of building and renting 
parcel post, substations and postof-

TODDY’ DILLON PLEA 
LIKELY 10 BE INSANITY 


Mother Retains Lawyer for 
Young Man Identified in 
Chicago Robberies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 3.—An insan- 
ity plea probably will be entered in 
behalf of “‘Toddy” Dillon, paroled 
New York convict and son of a 
murdered St. Louis physician, when 
he is arraigned later in the week 
on robbery charges foHowing iden- 
tification by more than 25 men 
and women. 

The young man’s mother, Mrs. 
Anna Laessig, wife of C. H. Laes- 
sig, a retired oil man, residing at 
the Coronado Hotel, St. Louis, vis- 
ited her son at the police station 
today and retained Attorney W. W. 
O’Brien to defend him. 

O’Brien indicated he would make 
an insanity plea and recommend 
that Dillon be committed to Ches- 
ter Penitentiary. 

Police Captain Willard Malone 
appeared to recognize merit in the 
insanity plea. “I remember the 
thrills yOung Dick Loeb seemed to 
get out of the attention given him 
when the Franks case had the 
whole country interested,” the Cap- 
tain said. “Dillon is a product of 
a similar environment. He’s send- 
ing out for all the papers to see 
what’s said about him. He sends 
messenger in taxicabs for the St. 
Louis papers and gets sore if he is 


|crowded off the front page.’”’ 


Dillon also was visited today bv 
a boyhood chum who attend 
Soldan High School in St. Loui 
with him. “I panicked ’em:at the 
showup,” he told the friend. 
Dillon, once held as a suspect ‘in 
the murder of his father, Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Dillon, served four years 
and five months of a 6-to-12-year 
sentence in Sing Sing prison and 
Elmira Reformatory, New York, 
for a Greenwich Village restaurant 
holdup.

One Man Slain, Another 
Beaten and Thrown Into 
Cellar With Bomb 
Which Fails to Explode.

CHICAGO, March 3.—Five’ ma- 
chine gunners shot and killed one 
man and wounded another early 
today, but failed to explode a huge 
bomb which they tossed, with one 
of their victims, into the basement 
of a gambling establishment con- 
ducted by James Hackett in Blue 
Island, a suburb, 

The victims were William Mayer, 
45 years old, a caretaker at the 
Hackett Place, and Hilario Rodri- 
guez. Mayer was shot to death as 
he ran out of the place when his 
attention was attracted to shots 
fired at Rodriguez afte: Rodriguez 
escaped from the basement. Rod- 
riguez, wounded, was taken to a 
hospital. 

Police regard the shooting as an 
attempt by a Chicago gambliny syn- 
dicate to “muscle in” on Blue 
Island gambling territory. 

Rodriguez was standing on a 
street corner, waitng for his wife, 
when the five men arrived in an 
automobile. One of them uemand- 
ed his money. When he pleaded he 
had none he was struck in the 
face with a pistol, which  shat- 
tered his jawbone. Another of the 
five lighted a fuse of the bomb, 
which contained 15 pounds of dyna- 


“mite, and tossed it into a coal chute 


of Hackett’s place. Two others 
seized Rodriguez and threw him 
in after the bomb. The bomb, how- 
ever, failed to explode. . 

Terror - stricken, Rodriguez 
climbed out in time to see the five 
get into their car. They saw him 
and two of them fired. One bullet 
inflicted a slight wound. Then a 
fusillade of bullets felled Mayer 
and the machine gunners’ sped 
away. | 

Firemen filled the basement with 
water and retrieved the ‘bomb, 
which they said probably failed to 
explode because moisture in the 
cellar put out the fuse. 

Hackett said he knew of no rea- 
son for the attack.

BLACKMAIL VIEW 
OF MURDER Of 
WOMAN WITNESS 


Vivian Gordon Known to 
Have Provided Girls and 
Kept Information About 
Men at Gay Parties.

NEW YORK, March 3.—Police 
Commissioner Edward P. Mulroo- 
ney inclined to the theory today 
that Vivian Gordon, murdered wit- 
ness who was to have testified in 
an investigation of police graft and 
vice charge frame-ups against wom- 
en in the Magistrates’ courts, was 
Slain because she was opcrating a 
blackmail ring. 

The woman, he said. was an “ex- 
pert racketeer,” who supplied pret- 
ty women for gay parties with in- 
structions to determine the social 
position and financial rating of 
their escorts for future extortion. 
The names of about 40 men were 
found in her diaries, he said. 

Notations made public by District 
Attorney Charles B. McLaughlin 
and read before the Bronx grand 
jury accused John A. Radeloff, her 
lawyer, and Samuel Cohen, an ex- 
convict, of designs on her life as 
early as two years ago. These two 
men, held in $50,000 bail each as 
material witnesses, are seeking 
freedom cn habeas corpus procecd- 
ings. 

McLaughlin was informed today 
that a small coupe, for which the 
police have been searching, had 
been found near Central Park. He 
did not say what the coupe had to 
do with the case of Miss Gordon. 


Soon after the coupe was found its. 


owner, Harold Doman, was taken 
to McLaughlin’s office to be ques- 
tioned about his relations with 
Miss Gordon. 

Doman formerly lived at an up- 
per West Side apartment hotel, 
where an attendant said he had 
many callers. The attendant re- 
membered no woman coller there 
resembling Miss Gordon. 

Diary Entry About Radeloff. 

Miss Gordon wrote in her diary 
in January, 1929: 

“It’s best to put down things as 
they happen concerning John A; 
Radeloff—he is not to be trusted— 
he would stoop to anything.” 

Other entries indicated Miss 
Gordon and the lawyer were in- 
volved in an affair and were given 
to quarrels and reconciliations, 

An undated entry read:

The court 
issued a peremptory writ of man- 
damus ordering the district super- 
visors to levy a tax on land in the 
district to pay the warrants, The 
district had built no sewers and 
never had any funds in its, treas- 
ury. 

The ruling apparently settles le- 
gal questions as to validity of ap- 
proximately $500,000 in warrants 
issued for preliminary expenses by 
seven sewer districts which were 
formed in St. Louis County under 
the Ralph Sewer Law, but con- 
structed no sewers. 

Warrants of these districts in the 
hands of individuals and interests

The suit against the Webster 
Groves district by the Boatmen’s 
National Bank was brought as a 
test case on legality of the war- 
rants. The decision of the court 
sustains recommendations made re- 
cently by former Circuit Judge 
Emil Roehrig of Warrenton, who, 
as a special commissioner of the 
Supreme Court, conducted: hearings 
in ‘the case for several weeks in St. 


Louis. ‘ 
Tax Levy Ordered, 

The writ of mandamus ordered

| collection of the levy by the county 


collector and turning over of the 
money to the District Treasurer, 
and payment of it by the treasurer 
to the bank in satisfaction of the 
warrants. 
Judge J. T. White, who -wrote 
the opinion, held all the equities 
in the case were with the bank.

“Some of these 
warrantts were, issued to officers 
the district, including the 
predecessors of these supervisors, 
and were sold by them to the bank 
Many of the ob-

arose On its formation have been 
litigated and determined by the 
courts against the contentions of 
the respondents (the supervisors).” 
All of the other six Judges of 
the couft concurred in the opinion. 
’ The Webster Groves General 
Sewer District No. 1 was organized 
by order of St. Louis County Court 
on May 16, 1927, soon after the 
Ralph law, passed by the 1927 
Legislature, became effective un- 
der an emergency clause. 
Agreement With Bank. 
The district had no funds, but 
the Supervisors entered into a con- 
tract with the bank, by which the 
bank was to purchase the warrants 
of the district at par, and the Su- 
pervisors stipulated that they would 
levy a preliminary tax to pay the 
warrants. 
The Supervisors ordered a levy 
of 5 cents on each 100 square feet 
of land in the district, on Sept. 26, 
1929, but never certified the levy 
to the County Collector: The mem- 
bership of the board changed later 
and the new board of supervisors, 
on June 6, 1930, ordered a prelim- 
inary levy set aside and adopted a 
resolution that no further obliga- 
tions would be incurred or paid. 
It was charged, in defense of 
the district, that the bank did not 
“come into court with clean hands{” 
because it was alleged to have par- 
ticipated with other _banks and 
bond firmsdn a ‘‘gentlemen's agree- 
ment” to contract to purchase the 
warrants and bonds to be issued 
by the various sewer districts. to 
be formed in St. Louis County. 
Judge White said there was no / 
evidence to show that the Boat- 
men’s National Bank had anv 
agreement or understanding with 
other banks and bond houses which 
dealt with other districts. He held 
the contract of the Boatmen’s Na- 
tional was “perfectly legal,” and 
that the bank had not in any way 
waived pr forfeited its legal right 
to demand that the supervisors 
make a levy to pay the warrants. 
The Judge said that as the su- 
pervisors had done what they had 
a right to do in issuance of the } 
warrants, and since the bank “hada | 
acquired the warrants In a legal 
way, “it would not matter. deen 
if the relator (the bank) enter. 
tained an unequal purpose in pur-

Rise From ‘400,000 to 


More Land Declared to Be Under 
Cultivation. — : 


8,250,000 Since 1928—

~ MOSCOW, March 3.—The Com- 


“munist Government will present to 
the All-Union Soviet” Congress 
Thursday figures showing that 
8,250,000 peasant families have 
been collectivized up to Feb. 20. 

A summary of the report which 
will be read by the commissar of 
agriculture, Yakublev, is published 
today ' and discloses the assertion 
of, Soviet authorities that\ °3 per 
cent of all the poor and “middle 
class peasantry~of the U. S. S. R. 
has been convérted to the collective 
farm movement and that the ram- 
paign to eliminate ‘individual land. 
holders is gaining momentum 
daily: 
It is declared’ that in 1928 400,- 
000 families were collectivized, in 
1929 there were 1,000,000 and in 
1930 6,000,000. According to the 
report the principal grain produc- 
ing regions, the north Caucasus, 
the. lower Volga River Valley, the 
Middle Volga, the Ukraine and the 
Crimea have been collectivized 67 
per cent. 
The report shows the increase of 


land under cuJtivation in propor- 
[tion to collectiyization, with 2,000,- 
000 hectares (4,940,000 acres) cul- 
tivated in 1928, 6,500,000 hectares 
(15,000,000 acres) in 1929 and 43,- 
000,000 hectares. (106,200,000 
acres) in 1930.., 

In 1930, it asserts, the individual 
peasant family cultivated on the 
average 2.7 hectares, ehereas the 
cultivation by individual fannilies 
on collective farms averaged 5.7 
hectares. This increased average 
is attributed to maehinery and co- 
operation. 

‘Two difficulties of the cotinatinn 
movement, the ‘report admits, are 
proper distribution of the income 
in proportion to the labor done and 
the"lack of organization. These dif- 
ficulties the Soviet authorities hope 
to overcome soon. 

Another difficulty is the lack of 
machinery. With only 120,000 new 
tractors to be delivered in 1931, 
the report says, many, collectives 
will. be obliged to continue “with 
horses until the large Soviet ma- 
chine plants reach their expected 
working capacity.

ANE ADDAMS, a pioneer in so- 
J cial settlement work in _ this 

‘country is a keen student of 
sociology. For more than 25 years 
as head of the Hull House social 
settlement she has taken part in 
the political, religious and philan- 
thropic life in Chicago. She is an 
enthusiastic supporter of woman 
suffrage and in 1912 took an active 
part in the organization of the 
Progressive party. She is the au- 


ciological and philanthropic sub- 
jects, including “‘Twenty Years at 
Hull Hous2.” “Democracy and So- 
cial Ethics,” “‘The Spirit of Youth 
in the City Streets,” “New Ideals of 
Peace,” and others. Col. Roose- 
velt once described Miss Addams as 
“Chicago’s most useful citizen,” 
and he seldom visited Chicago 
without having an interview with 
her. 

She was born at Cedarville, Ill., 
Sept. 6, 1860, the daughter of John 
and Sarah Addams. Her father 
was a banker. She was graduated — 
at the Rockford Seminary in £881 
and’ spent two years .studying in 
Europe. When she caught her- 
first glimpse of real poverty in 
the large cities of England, France 
and Germany she was profoundly 
interested and impressed. In Lon- 
don she visited Toynbee Hall, and 
studied the social problem at close 
range and determined to make 
philanthropy her life’s work. She 
returned to this country in 1889 
and with Miss Ellen. G. Starr 
founded Hull House, which has be- 
come one of the largest and best 
known social settlements in this 
coyntry. During all this time Miss 
Addams has lived at Hull House 
and devoted all her activities to 


the direction of the institution, 
which stands as a fitting monu- 
ment to America’s leading pioneer 
in this work.

ELEN KELLER, deaf and 
H blind, has overcome these great 

handicaps and becorie a fa- 
mous lecturer and writer, in close 
touch with. the world’s events. 
Though she has never within her 
memory heard a human voice she 
is able to talk after long years of 
toil with Mrs. Anne Sullivan Macy, 
who has been her teacher since 
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1887. Miss Keller “hears” through 
her fingers. She places her thumb 
on the throat of the person with 
whom she is conversing, her first 
finger on their lips and her third 
finger on the side of their nose 
for it is necessary for her to note 
the different vibrations in the 
throat, lips and nestril if she is to 
understand what is being said to 
her.’ In order to repeat a sound 
it is necessary for her to set up in 
her own throat, lips and nose the 
éxact combination of: vibrations 
which will produce that sound. 
Miss Keller’s chief interest in life 
is the American Foundation for 
the Blind, for which she is en- 
deavoring to’ raise an endowment 
fund of $27,000,000. She is a grad- 
uate of Radcliffe College and a 
member of the advisory boards of 
vartous societies for blind and deaf.

operatic singer occupies an im- 
portant place in the list of America’s 
Twelve Greatest Women. She was 
born June 15, 1861, near Prague, 
Austria. Her mother was an Ital- 
jan and possessed “a rich “ con- 
tralto voice. Her father was an 
officer in the -Austrian army. Up 
to her ninth year she spoke Italian 
only, and under her mother’s tui- 
tion was taught ‘to sing by ear all 
the Italian operas of that period. 
At the age of 11 she was sent 
to the Ursuline convent in Prague, 
and it was ‘there that her extra- 
ordinary voice was discovered by 
a nun, who assigned her to sing 
at mass. A former French prima 
donna visited the convent and be- 
came so impressed with her that 
she undertook to cultivate her 
voice. 

Shortly after Schumann-Heink 
had finished her studies at the 
convent she had an invitation to 
sing in the Royal Opera in Dres- 
den. She left home on the pre- 
text of visiting a girl friend in the 
country, and to the amazement 
of her parents came back in a 
few days with a three-year con- 
tract to sing in the Dresden Opera 
at $900 a year. She scored her 
first great success at Hamburg in 
1883 when without preparation she 
sang the entire role of- Carmen 
by ear. She was heard throughout 
Germany in concerts, and at fes-

She was 
born in Winchester, Va., in 1876 
and received degrees from the 
Universities of Nebraska and 
Michigan and Columbia University. 
“A Lost Lady” and her recent 
book, “Death Comes for the Arch- 
bishop” are among her best known 
novels. Miss Cather believes that 
so long as a novelist works selfishly 
for the pleasure of creating char- 
acter and situation corresponding 
to one’s own illusions, ideals and 
institutions, she will always pro- 
duce something worth while and 
natural. 

Mary .Woolley, who for the past 
30 years has been president of 
Mount Hotyoke College, is a lead- 
er in the educational field. Ac- 
cording to the current edition of 
Good Housekeeping, Mount Holy- 
oke is the enly woman's college 
with the exception of Smith, that_ 
was founded by a woman. Its 
founder Mary Lyon, had the idea 
that women could become  pro- 
ficient in any study they chose to 
follow. She also felt that the 
person best endowed was the per- 
son who could make the greatest 
contribution to humanity, and she 
saw education as a means of s0- 
cial service. Miss Woolley believes 
not merely that education is a 
means to social service, but that 
it is an obligation to social serv- 
ice.

When He Won't Take “No” 


VERYBODY knows the child 
who refuses to take “No” for 
an answer, who teases and 
teases for a privilege or a toy after 
it has been definitely refused. 

It is a trait which is not only 
particularly irritating to ‘aduits, 
but undesirable also in the child's 
development. ° 

Watch some mother whose child 
behaves in this way and, you will 
readily discover that the principal 
difficulty comes from the fact that 
she sometimes says “no” when she 
really means “‘yes.” You will find, 
too, that in sheer desperation such 
a ‘mother gives in after a siege of 
teasing. | 
Children, like all other human 
beings, will persist in.trying to get 
what gives them pleasure if there 
is even a remote possibility of suc- 
cess. Say “yes” to a child once or 
twice after you have said “no” and 
you have set a precedent for the 
pleading habit, which may take 
months to cure. 

The moral is that we should 
never deny a child any reasonable 
satisfaction; but, having once defi- 
nitely decided that a certain pleas- 
ure is out of the question, no 
amount of inconvenience to our- 
selves should make us change our 
stan lt. 

Occasionally, of course, circum- 
stances arise which quite properly 
charge “no’: to “yes.” The young- 
est child will recognize the change 
of mind that comes because mother 
has ‘ollowed the line of least re- 
sista.ice and that caused by reason. 
able consideration of a new factor. 

Tke first step in curing a child 
of wheedling is to say “no” only 
when you mean it and fhen stick 
to it. A mother must be able to
